





PRE-COLLEGE 
ORIENTATION PROGRAM 
SCHEDULED AT TSUD 


Troy State University at Dothan 
will host its Pre-College Orientation 
Program for the 1991 Fall Quarter on 
Tuesday, September 3, 1991. To 
meet the needs of its student popula- 
tion, TSUD will schedule three ses- 
sions during the day and evening. 
The times for the three sessions are 
8:00 a.m. - 12:00 noon, 1:00 - 5:00 
p.m., and 6:00 - 8:00 p.m. Pre-college 
orientation is open to all potential 
TSUD applicants. 

Academic advisement and 
registration will be available during 
the orientation program. Orienta- 
tion sessions will include various 
faculty and staff members discussing 
the topics of clubs/organizations, stu- 
dent services, job placement, career 
information, instructional support, 
library facilities and services, finan- 
cial aid, Weekend University, 
telecourses, and continuing educa- 
tion. Academic deans will have the 
opportunity to speak with students in 
smaller groups concerning aspects 
from each school/college. 

Mrs. Pamela Williamson, Direc- 
tor of Counseling Services, said, 
“Students who attend orientation are 
always more successful in completing 
college coursework. They are aware 
of all the support services available 
on campus. These same students 
have made an effort to meet with an 
academic advisor and plan their pro- 
gram requirements.” 
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FALL INTERIM SESSION: 
AN AWARENESS OF NEED 


Summer quarter has been com- 
pleted, graduates have marched in 
their commencement exercise, and 
faculty and students are taking a 
break before fall quarter begins in 
September. For Troy State Univer- 
sity at Dothan, all is true except the 
last. Without a break between 
quarters, TSUD is in full swing with 
its Fall Interim Session of classes. 

The interim session was initiated 
to meet the needs of TSUD’s non- 
traditional students, students 25 
years and older with family and oc- 
cupational responsibilities. Well- 
structured, continued contact with 
students is necessary when dealing 
with non-traditional students. “The 
interim session provides our students 
an opportunity to complete 
programs of study in a reasonable 
amount of time while they continue to 
be involved in family and vocational 
responsibilities,” stated Dr. Thomas 
Harrison. “We hope students will see 
the advantage in continuous enroll- 
ment so their education may provide 
early benefits to them,” added Har- 
rison. 

The interim schedule includes a 
range of classes from each 
school/college at both the under- 
graduate and graduate levels. Classes 
are offered during the morning, 
afternoon,and evening at the Dothan 
campus and at the Fort Rucker 
branch campus. 

Dr. Debbie Goodman, Assistant 
to the Vice President for Academic 
Affairs for Special Programs, said, 
“We are pleased that we’re able to 
schedule the interim session to meet 





an obvious necd for our students and 
to provide an opportunity for stu- 
dents to benefit from an accelerated 
pace toward degree completion.” 

Bethany Welch, a junior majoring 
in Early Childhood Education, said 
that the intcrim session has enabled 
her to complete her general studics 
curriculum before enrolling for the 
regular fall quarter. “ve been able 
to use my time more productively and 
will now have the chance to complete 
my degree carlier. I really enjoy 
being able to concentrate on one 
class at a time,” Bethany stated. 

Following the 1991 Fall Quarter, 
TSUD will offer a Winter Interim 
Session, which is scheduled from 
December 2 - 18. Courses at the un- 
dergraduate and graduate levels 
from the College of Arts and Scien- 
ces, School of Business, and the 
School of Education will be offered 
during the Winter Interim Session. 
Classes will be offered during the day 
and evening at the Dothan campus 
and during the evening at the Fort 
Rucker branch campus.
